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The Golden Arches Defeated 

Montreal workers win the right to form the only McDonald’s union in North America

T he workers at a McDonald's restau- 
rant in the heart of downtown 
Montreal were finally triumphant 
last Thursday in their efforts to win union- 
ization, almost four months after launch- 
ing the original application. 

A Quebec lalwur commissioner ruled 
in favour of the i’cel St. McDonald’s, much 
to the chagrin of its owner, making the 
franchise the only one in the North 
/\merican landscaiw of Golden iVrches to 
have organized laliour. 

".McDonald's told us it's not legal for 
one restaurant to unionize in a chain, but 
we know now that’s not true. It is legal," 
said Scb:istien Clun, who was one of a trio 
of high-school students behind the union- 
ization drive. 

Pascal .McDulT, a cohort of Chin’s, is 
Incited by the prosjiect of pnsenting a unit- 
ed front with his fellow workeis when taking 
on the McDonald's managenwnt in negoti- 
ations. "I think it’s a grnat victory for youth 
in Quetxe. llie re:il victory will lie when we 
have a signed collective agaement." 

Under the stewardship of the 
Confédération des Syndicats Nationau.x 
(CSN), Queliec's largest umbrella organi- 
zation for lalwur groups, Clun, McDuff and 
.Mixinie Cromp, organized a union vote 
last summer, before filing for certification 
on August 2. Of the fast-food joint’s 4d 
workers, 7S |ier cent voted for unioniz.;ition. 
But the same day the application was 
made, franchise owner .Michel .Marchand 
worked feverishly to bring in 24 new 



employees and ask for another vote, a move 
CSN officials call indicative of McDonald’s 
notorious disdain for organized labour. 
The CSN persuaded the province’s labour 
commission that another vote should not 
be held, and that Marchand was clearly try- 
ing to swamp the initial majority by mak- 
ing the additional hirings. 

Marchand said in an official statement 
on Thursday that he was jierplexed and dis- 
ap|X)inted by the commission’s decision 
this week to accept the summer vote and 
that he needs some time to understand the 
consequences for his restaurant. 

“This situation is confusing for all of us 
and right now, the most important thing is 
for me to sjicnd time with my managers 
and crew, and work together," he said.

•Marchand also claimed that some of 
his enijiloyecs who were not in favour of 
unionization had not been given an ade- 
quate opjwrtunity to voice their opinions to 
the labour commissioner. 

"1 don’t believe this decision reflects the 
true wishes of my employees," he said. 

On Friday, Quebi'c’s Superior Court 
threw out a motion by .Marchand to over- 
turn the labour commission’s ruling, in his 
a|)|x;al, .Marchimd’s lawyers argued that 
most of the employees, particularly tlie new 
ones ushered in on August 2, were op|>oscd 
to unioni/.ation and that tlie commissioner 
had failed to Lake heed of their concerns. 

"liis game of artificially drowning out 
the majority was very clear for the commis- 
sioner," said CSN President Marc Laviolette.

Laviolette said he is confident that the 
labour commissioner’s decision will hold 
up, even if Marchand continues to contest 
the ruling in front of a tribunal. 

He holies, however, that Marchand will 
stop trying to have the union certification 
revoked, and instead concentrate on the 
next step in the process, negotiating a col- 
lective agreement with his staff. 

"Now, what we’re saying to the owner of 
the McDonald’s is 'let’s sit down at the bar- 
gaining table and have a collective agree- 
ment, so that the working conditions will 
be improved,"’ Laviolette said. 

The workere are expected to issue sever- 
al demands, focusing on imjiroved salaries, 
safer working conditions, more say in their 
working hours and a clearer poliq’ on pro- 
motions. Currently, burger flipiiers and 
cashiers who have been working at the Peel 
St. McDonald’s are paid $7.15 per hour 
after one year oh the job. Tliey say that they 
will seek to raise that numter to $8, the 
rate paid at a Harvey’s restaurant that is 
also rcjiresented by the CSN. 

History of Union Busting 

Nevertheless, the workers know that 
their battle may be far from over, if 
McDonald’s has its way. After a unioniza- 
tion drive at a Squamish, B.C. location 
proved successful in 1998, managers at 
the store began placing extra burdens on 
the workers. They complained that their 
jobs were made too difficult and voted to 
decertify a year later. In another instance, 
workers at a location on Montreal’s south 
shore complained of bullying during a 
union drive, With accreditation just days 
away, the owner suddenly closed his 
restaurant’s doors. 

Laviolette said he ho|ies that Marchand 
does not follow the axample of these other 
franchise owners. 

“We're in the year 2000, and the rights 
to unionize and to bargain are part of the 
fundamental rights in the Charter of 
Rights here in Canada," said Uiviolette. 
"Marchand should bargain with the union. 
He shouldn’t close his McDonald’s because 
lieople are unionizing. He’ll still make 
money, but the young |ieople want their 
share.” 

Officials with the McDonald’s regional 
headquarters refused to comment on the 
workers’ victory, issuing a vaguely worded 
statement on Thursday that praised the 



thousands of employees who have hel|ied 
make the greasy fast-food chain such a 
success story. 

"McDonald’s and our franchises 
remain 100 per cent committed to our iieo- 
ple and to operating with an ojien and 
resjieciful management style at our more 
than 1,150 restaurants across the country," 
read the statement. “The events at one 
indejiendently owned restaurant in 
Montreal certainly won’t change that.” 

Uiviolette said, however, that workers in 
other McDonald’s restaurants may already 
be moving in the same direction as the Peel 
St. store and pressing for certification. 
According to him, the CSN has already 
reœived requests from workers at sevenil 
other .McDonald’s loc.ations for assisLana' 



witli accredicition drives. As well, he said 
that more attempts .it unionization will 
likely be forthcoming in ihe wake of 
lliursday’s ruling. Still, Uiviolette is pre- 
pared for the Golden Arches’ hierarchy to 
once again endeavour mightily to block :uiy 
fonn of labour organizjition. With tliat in 
mind, he says, he will not yet sixeify which 
other McDonald’s locations are considering 
unionizjition, for fear that management will 
ckuiip down on the workers. 

"Even if the right to unionize is a right 
that is recognized in law, you still have to 
jrractise that right underground. Right now 
we’re underground, when it will lie the 
time, you’ll know where these jKOjile want 
to unionize. At the end of the day, it’s a 
good thing for young workers in Queltec.”

A handful uf McGill sUidcnts arc busily 
working to get off the ground a c:uii- 
|uis chaîner of one of the glolw's Ixsl- 
known NGOs. 

Docloni Wilhoul liorrL'rs, a McGill groui) 
hised on the international humanitarian 
organiziition Médecins sans (MSF), got 
startl'd hist fall. Ivwr since, its meinliers haw 
Iven working hard organizing e\ents :uid 
raising awawness :unong fellow students, 
"MSF International, fiist and fowinost, 
is a medical organiziition," s;iid Jonathan 
Ko,ss, .MSF McGill's founder. "It would offer 
medical aid to ixipidations in nivd, hut the 
sivond !LS|K'Ct wt)uld lie that it would s|ieak 
out against theatuK’itk'S in the terrain wliere 
it could." 

MSF McGill, he .says, 1i:ls k’en fa'us- 
ing on the .smind part of the internation- 
al organization's mandate. Since .MSF 
International vohmteeR are so busy pro- 
viding aid to developing countries, uni- 
versity students, Hass says, have taken it 
on themselves to promote awarene.ss of 
the international group and its cam- 
paigns. 

'I'hafs why, he said, MSF McGill luis 
lieen setting up booths on campus to 
spread the word, inviting speaki’5 to 
McGill, and workinij hard to coonlinate 
campaigns with other campus groups 
including the Model United Nations and 
The Project. 

MSF McGill President Thusanth 
Thuniisingam sa\s that the grouj) also 
wants to send a mes.sage that you don't 
have to lie interested in medicine to take 
part. "They should change the name from 
Doctors without Ilordets to something else, 
lia-ause more than SO |K;r cent are non- 
doctors, non-nurses," he laughed. 

"We've really got a wide variety of |ieo- 
ple involved," agreed Ross. “You need |ieo- 
ple to organize the missions. Now that 
(MSF is) involved in fa-ding and water 
sanitation, you ni-ed c.xix:rts in these fields. 
They’re interested in people with engineer- 
ing backgrounds, nu5ing h.ackgrounds, 
lieople who siieak different languages. Now 
psychology as well is liecoming a hig 
xsiiect. We really do tr)' to ai)|x;al to a 
diverse crowd of i>eople." 

The next step, Ross sa)s, is for MSF to 
spread to other universities. Since MSF has 
only o|ierati\l in Canada since 1991, he 
said, MSF still lacks the sort of presence on 
campu.ses that other humanitarian 
organiz.ations like Amnesty International 
and Save the Children have develoiK-d. liut 
Ross iiaxlicts that that will .soon liegin to 
change, es|)ecially since MSF 



International was awarded the Nolrel 
Peace Prize in 1999- 

".MSF is really kt-en on getting into all 
the universities," he said. "It's a really fer- 
tile ground. You've got a lot of iK'ople who 
aw in their idealistic years. You've got a lot 
of |)eople who really want to make a differ- 
ence." 

/\nd the campaign to bring mow uni- 
versities on Imard, according to 
Thuraisingam, is Ireginning to enjoy suc- 
cess. "I'm trying to get |the University of 
Toronto] started, because they’re the 
biggest medical school in Canada. 
Vancouver is in the process of starling one 
u|) too," he said. /Vnd with links forged 
Ixitween the McGill group and chapters at 
Columbia University in New York and the 
an international school in Israel, 
Thuniisingam sajs .MSF McGill is on the 
right tnick. 



Ross said MSF McGill is also trj'ing to 
give students interested in taking part in 
.MSF International missions, an idea of 
what to e.x|xx:t. "One of our goals was to 
give students a walistic idea what they’d lie 
doing. I mean, the idea is a gwat idea, and 
it sounds somewhat romantic, llelpirig 
jieople, saving lives, working in an impov- 
erished country. But the fact usually is that 
it's horrible to see," he said. 

Ross said he raently went to see a slide 
show put on by a Montreal surgeon who 
had wcently wlumed from an .MSF mission 
in Burundi. Viliile many of the scenes wew 
horrific, he said, “It's ini|X)rtant to give jico- 
ple these ex|)ectations, liecause I mean, jou 
go over thew, in a place that you've never 
Ixen liefow, and feel that you're way, way 
out of your league. ;\nd it’s hard, it’s wrdly, 
really hard. But in the end, it somehow all 
siems worth it.”

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Too Little is Being Done About 
Crime, say Cops and Students 

Students and police address challenges to making neighbourhood a safer place

C rime mil's in the McCiill j;lieiio have 
iKvn steadily decreiising over ihc jiast 
lliri-e years, hut most students 
mniain innoranl of the issues surroundinjt 
tile linnerin;; crime and what ihiy could tx; 
doing to make tlieir neigldwiiirhood an 
iM'ii safer place to live. 

/Vcording to statistics ohl;iined from the 
MI-'C. |)olia‘. the cnme rale m the neigli- 
IxjurluHKls overseen by neighlxiurhood sta- 
tion 19, has ken on thedierease sina 1<)97 
when a wighlsMirliood |X)licing imiject was 
first launchid hy the MIC pdice. Station 19, 
which is locateil at 3S0 Prince .Arthur, 
patrols the aa-a including McCill and the 
student ghuto In l'/)7, a total of 3,S19 
criiiKs wvm re|iorleil in the aaa, wliile 
3, (Hid went niwrted last sear Bn'aking and 
entering a|X)its fell to ioS iroin s91 in 
l‘W7. mill the numk'r of assaults fell from 
PX) to 179 Tlie only notidile exception has 
ken an intreav in re|X)rti\lM xual asviults, 
jumping from IG in IW to 23 last uar. 

But many students s;iy they're not 
aware of the neiglikiiirlKxxl king a safer 
jilace. 

"It thought It was |iaily safe until this 
uar, when a friend of an acquaintance got 
muggisl. So now I'm more cautious," said 
Anikii ('leknlian, a I'l (àiminiter Science 
student :md a ghetto resident. "I think, in 
geneml, crime lends to increase." 

I'l Microbiology student Lauren 
Hacker said she didn't particularly know of 
.any concrete facts akiut crime around 
c.ampus. "I don't think much .alxiut it," she 
said 

And according to tlie jxilice, it is these 
sorts of misconceptions about the crime 
and lack of knowledge among students 
concerning pnaenlion that keep the cnme 
rale from drojiping even further. 

"If you think it's more dangerous to 
lire around here, soii're going to slay at 
home. You're going to le.ive the area to 
criminals or delinquents. Tliev 're going to 
lake c.are of the streets and vou're never 



going to lx: safe anymore," said 
rainslable Luc Demers, a 
Community Policing officer at 
station 19 . "But if you decide 
'\o, this is the place I live. I'm 
here for time years at the siune 
university, so I'm going to slay 
at the same apartment. I'm 
going to decide to know who's 
my neighlxHir, I'm going to 
six'iire my place, I'm going to 
take my jilace in this area,' then 
it's going to k‘ a siciire jilace."

Ikmeis, along with his part- 
ner, Constable N'elvin .Marshall, 
em|ili;Lsized the imixirlana* of 
prevention Tiny said that |ire- 
venlion was isixcially iniixrr- 
Uni for sliidtiils at risk of hav- 
ing their apartments broken 
into and mik'd 

■ If you want to do a hri-ak 
and enter in this area, it's easy. 

.Students le.ive home in the 
morning and come back at 
night. Tiny are li\s concerned 
akml k'ing verv' sicure," said 
Demers. 

"Mavk* one thing that's 
altnictivv for thieves in die area is 
that they know 1 I 1 .H students who 
are coming here have money for 
the viar, tky bring their T\', dieir 
sound svstems, tlieir computers, 
there's mavk* money some- 
where," added Marsiiall. 

Marshall and Demers 
offered many ti|)s about the pre- 
vention of theft and of assault, 
and urged stuilents to contact thnn for 
infonnalion. Station 19 is collaborating 
with Tandem Montreal in a prognun that 
includes a free insiieclion to à'Iemiine the 
safety of a home or apartment. Both went 
as f:u as to suggest that crime prevention 
k made a jiarl of each new student's intro- 
duction to McGill. It was apparent that they 



















Still a safe place to liiv; 
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fell McCiill was not doing enough to raise 
awareness .akiul safety issues. 

"Otherwise," said Demers, "it's brand 
new targets of theft every Si'ptemkr, when 
[xople arrive." Marshall is also concerned 
akut sexual .assaults, feeling that with vig- 
ilante more of them can k prevented. 

Touakds a Safer .McGill 

But according to Vincent Escanlar, 
McGill is taking some slqis in the right 
direction. Escanlar, a L'2 Microbiology stu- 
dent, is currently SSMG's S.ifcly 
(àiiiunlssioner. 

"It is basitally a brand new |x)sitiun. 
'A’e've only kvn around for a vvar and half 
and we're still trying to work out the sixeif- 
ic resixinsibilities. The iiumdile right now 
is simply promote security on and off cam- 
pus," he said. 

And while the .Safety Commissioner is 
the only memkr of SSMP's Safety 
Commission at this ixvinl, Escmlar is con- 
fident that he can handle the job of raising 
awareness amog students single handedly, 
what he fivls is the mo.sl ini|X)rtanl apart of 
his job. 



In a recent re|iort In SSMU, Escanlar 
outlined phms for the year that include dis- 
.seminalion of |x)lice briefs, press relexses 
akut crime issms in the Ghetto, establish- 
ment of a neiglilxiurlioixl w-atch. a safety 
fair, and use of the Safely Carmmission's 
wetisile xs a valuable resource. 

"I think reg.irdles5 of whether [x.'ople 
think it's s.ife or think it's not safe, I think 
it's more im|X)rtanl to encourage |xi)ple. 
whatever Ihiy are doing, whatever the con- 
dition is right now. lh.it liny could con- 
tribute to making the neighlxriirhuixl even 
safer," said Escanlar. 

But Escanlar admitted that it is not 
always easy for students in the ghetto to 
come together as a community to deal with 
crime issues. 

"It's a ixipulation that's in flux," he 
said. "Tiny don't really Irave the same tits 
to the community, I ginss. That's one thing 
you nei-d to have to have a safe communi- 

ly"

But the sense among other student 
groiqis concernwl with ciunpiis and ghetto 



sanirily is that there is cur- 
rently not enough communi- 
cation among those concernai 
w ith safely issiii's 

According to Heather 
kanson, a T2 .\nalomy and 
Cell Biology student and 
WalEsafe's Public |{elalions 
Co-ordmalor, the .Safely 
Commission "could definitely 
Iv more involvixl in commu- 
nications between groups 
involvd in safely rather than 
having 11 s seek them out. 
They should Iv letting us 
know alxiiil their mandate 
and how we can work togeth- 
er towards common safely 
goals ".She emphasized. how- 
ever, that the lack of commu- 
nications had more to do 
with a lack of "commimica- 
lion framework,” than an 
unwilling .Safely 

Commi,ssioner 

.Sarah Curry. External 
Co-ordmalor of .McGill's slii- 
denl-rim Sexual Assault 
Centre, said that Escanlai 
has not ken in contact with 
her. And no matter what 
story the statistics tell, she 
emphasized that acquain- 
tance a.ssaiilts remain a big 
problem, since they are often 
not reportiil to the police. 
"I The iwlicel definitely only 
siv the re|H)rled |xs.saultsl," 
she said. 

The iHilice were also 
unaware of Escanlar's |X)sition 
as Safety Commissioner, even 
though he said that he had s|xiken with 
them e.arlier on in the year 

"Definitely more communication is 
always klier," said Escanlar. "/\t this |x)int 
it would k fairly accurate to say that wv're 
only talking to each other when we have to, 
when something of im|xulance comes up." 

1 le said that although students’ busy sched- 
ules had made it difficult to pul together a 
mivling involving all those active in stii- 
ik'nl safety issues, regular mielings were 
definitely in the works for the coming 
months. 

.Meanwhile, Ik'iiiers and .Maishall said 
that the Ixsl thing stiidenLs can do is take 
an interest in safety issues. 

"The danger of an area deivnds on 
how much you’re concerned about it 
yourself. If all the students who live in 
this area are very concerned about secu- 
rity for ihemse'lves and others, it’s going 
to k' the Ix'st place on earth. The prob- 
lem k'gins if you don't care about what 
hapivns in the street,” said Demers. "If 
Icriminalsl sev that nobody cares, for 
them, this neighbourhood is a |vrfect 
Jilace.

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A perspective on the conflict

T i (late, the riwnt coiifronlations in 
Israel have clainieil over 250 lives, 
including .50 childa'n. The horrible 
events and the lar^e death toll, overwhelm- 
ingly I’akstinian, follow the themes estab- 
lished over the course of the Israel- 
I’alestinian conflict. Palestinian civilians, 
the area's indigenous iieople, face the foae 
of a much stmni’er Isr.ieli occupier, who 
forcefully denies them their basic huhls in 
the continued expansion of Israel's lK)rde 5 
and strenÿ;lh. 

Early Zionist leaders understo(Hl ver\’ 
well that their ^oal for a Jewish state in 
Palestine would result conflict with the 
indigenous I’akstinian |)eople, who had 
lived them for thousands of yttits. David- 
Hen Gurion, Isriud's first Prime .Minister, 
explained privately in 19.58 that "we should 
not i^inore the truth runonpt ourselves. ... 
|R)litically we are the angassors and they 
defend themsedves... The coiinlrv' is iheiR 
Ixfause they inhabit it, whereas we want to 
come here and settle down, and in their 
view we want to lake away from their 
countrv’, while we are .still outside." , 
Vladimir jalxrlinski, a prominent 
rinhl Winn Zionist leader, 
noted in 1925 that "Zionism 
is a colonizinn advenlum, 
and therefore it stands 
or falls by the (piestion • * 
of amied fome." 



Zionist noals for statehood wvm real- 
ized in 19d8, when the United Nations par- 
titioned the land of Palestine into separate 
Palistinian and Israeli sttites. A war ensued 
Ix'twa'n Israel and the surroundinn /\nib 
countries, endinn in amiistice anreemenLs 
that divided the partitioned land for 
Palestine k'tween Israel and Jordan. The 
Palestinians themselvi.'s were excluded 
from the arranj;emenLs. The majority of 
the population fled their homes, mostly in 
reaction to the campaigns of Israeli mili- 
tary forces whose sl.at«l aims were "the 
destruction of /\rah villajtes" near Jewish 
selllemenis and "the evacuation of their 
inhahilants, the siej;e of ;\rah cities that 
were not located inside the Jewish Stale 
according to the UN resolution and diait 
actions against Arab targets in Western 
Palestine, outside the Ixrrdeni of the Jewish 
stale" (Israeli military historian Uri 
Millstein). 

In 1967's Six-Day War. Isriel expanded 
further, con(|uering Syria's Golan Heights 
and Egan's Sinai desert, and, most crucial- 
ly, Jordan's share of partitioned Palestine, 
home to 70l),l)IX) I'aleslinians. 

In the Israeli-occupied 

Palestinian territories, Arab vil- 
lages and towns are 
hamiwrcd by Ixrrder 
closures and curfews, 
tbeir resources 
under control of the 
occupying military 
force. In many areas, 
it is illegal for a 
Palestinian to dig a 
well or tend fertile

land, while their area's water flows back 
into Israel, or the neighbouring Jewish set- 
tlements, some of which house gram fields 
and swimming |X)ols. Their scarce land is 
constantly eroded, their homes and trees 
demolished, while Jewish settlements con- 
tinue to expand further into Palestinian 
territory’. The situation is much worse for 
the millions of Palestinians who are forced 
to live in refugœ camps in bordering Arab 
countries. 

“Locu COPS ox THE beat" 

The 1967 war conquests had another 
significant outcome, as the United States 
lxx-:une Israel's main ally. They began suj)- 
plying the country with enomious military, 
diplomatic and reonomic support. In the 
words of Melvin Laird, Richard Ni.xon's 
Defense Sccrctarj; Israel could play mili- 
tary’ "local CO]» on the lx*at." Iliey would 
"inhibit and contain those irresponsible 
and radical elements in œrtain tob states 
[...1 who, were they fra to do so, would 
|K)se a grave threat indeed to our principal 
sources of |>etroleum," said fonner US 
Senator Henry Jackson - not to mention to 
the "the vast wealth they yield," as Noam 
Chomsky points out. This is the basic 
irremise for the relationshiir between Israel 
:md the United States - an alliance that 
has played a dominant role in the region's 
affairs for over thirty years. 

With US supixrrt, Israel has been able to 
maintain its hold on occupied Palestinian 
territories while ignoring the consensus of 
much of the rest of the inlemalionally 
community. Following the 1967 w;ir, the 
United Nations Security Council issued res- 
olution 2d2, which emphasized the 
“inadmissibility of the acquisition of 
territory by war" and called for 
“(w’lithdrawal of Israeli armed 
forces from lerritoriis occupied in 
the recent conflict" in the mune 
of a “just and lasting |reace in 
the .Middle Eist." 

Instead, Israel Ivgan to 
establish settlements in the 
occu|)ied territories, 
including the lurw fiercely 
contested East Jerusalem. 
Invoking saurity consid- 
erations and laws dating 
back to the British man- 
date and even the 
Ottoman empire, they 




established a two-tiered legal system 
which afforded the full rights of Israeli 
common law to Jewish settlen, but kept 
Palestinians living in the same areas 
under military law. These settlements 
have been gradually exjianding through- 
out the intervening time. 

In 1974 , Vas.ser ;\nifat addressed the 
UN's General /Vssembly on Irehalf of the 
Palestinian Liberation Org,anization. The 
UN expressed “grave concern" about the 
situation of the Palestinians, affirming 
their right to self-detennination. 

The international community, in 
other words, has ban sending a message 
to the Israelis about their 1967 expan- 
sion into Palestinian territories all 
along: it is illegal. 

But the US has ignored this mes.sage, 
reix.xitedlyop|X)sing annual UN Resolutions 
re-affinning Resolution 242. Similar resolu- 
tions have also re|)catedly ban vetoed. For 
e.xample, in 1976, the US vetoed a Saurity 
Council Resolution, drafted on the initiative 
of the IMlestine UlxTiition ()rganiz.;ilion, 
which called for a ix;;ice .settlement Ixised on 
UN 242, and the estahlishmenl of a 
Palestinian state next to Israel. 

The Victoh’s Peace 

Despite its effusive adebralion in the 
iiieMia, the raent "[xyce pnx’ess" has not 
improved the situation of the Palestinians. 
The /Mnerican-mediaied settlement devel- 
oiKxl in the Oslo Accoals of 1993 and par- 
tially implemented since then d(xs include 
a withdrawal of Israeli military forces from 
some areas of high Palestinian density, 
where the Palestinian Authority lakes con- 
trol. But this withdrawal is only p;irtial: in 



several areas, military forces are only rede- 
ployed to other areas [xipulated by Israeli 
settlers. Israel is to retain full control over 
bordera, water resources, roads, and most 
arable land. 

Under tlic plan, the new Palestinian 
state is to lx; divided into four or five c:m- 
tons within the Vi'est Bank and the Gaza 
Strip, each disconnaled from the other by 
surrounding Israeli ro.ids and settlements. 
Control over the Gaza Strip remains 
unclear, although Israel is expected to 
reUiin the southern coastal region, as well 
as a military out|X)st in the northern part 
of the aiva. 

The settlements, built up on the 
anne.xed land to create a Jewish presence 
amongst the enclosed Palestinian |X)pula- 
tion, in violation of many UN resolutions, 
remain in place, with no constraints on 
their continual exjransion. 

It also offers no comixnsation to the 
Palestinian refuga“S who have lost their 
homes :md pro|X'rty to Israeli expansion, 
losses now valued at $6-hillion US (e.xchid- 
ing interest). 

In other wonls, the basic tenets of the 
"ixtiice |)ra:ess" follow the historical jiat- 
tem of Israel's rejation of Palestinian 
rights, It fonualizes a rejation of the con- 
sensus of much of the world community, 
witfi one notable exception, which calls for 
a full Israeli withdrawal from all the land it 
conquered in 1967. 

In return for effectively signing away 
their jx'ople's livelihood the Palestinian 
leadership is to be rewarded with rule over 
the dividal cantons, where thev’ will be 
exixx’ted to maintain control over the Iwal 
Arab |x)pulation.

This is a role that I’alcstinian 
Authority Chaimian Yasser Arafat's securi- 
ty forces liave carried out pretty success- 
fully. Human rights organizations annu- 
ally condemn the I’A for unlawful meas- 
ures of rule, including harsh torture. The 
brutality of Arafat's regime is no doubt a 
tribute to the effective tutelage of the CI/\, 
who have worked closely with the PA 
forces in security training and cooixira- 
tion, another fruitful partershij) to emerge 
from the [wace process. 

With the recent outbreak of violence 
and |)rotest in the Occupied Territories, 
however, ;\rafat's ability to control his |)co- 
ple has come into question. In resiwnse, 
Israeli Prime Minister Ehud liarak has 
cxiircssed his willingness to pursue other 
alternatives, should the US-lsrael designs 
for “|)eace" do not come to pass. Tlie New 
York Times (Oct. 22) aqiorls that Israel is 
considering a unilateral separation, in 



aration. That such meiisures, cutting off 
completely the already meagre amount of 
water, electricity and other requisites of 
basic human necessity allotted to the 
Palestinian people would be “economical- 
ly devastating" and cause “severe hard- 
ships" for them is apparently a matter that 
desenes little consideration. 

It is worth noting that such pro|X)sals 
are quite similar to those presented to 
Arafat at this past summer's Camp David 
summit. Mediated by President Bill 
Clinton, the meetings were undertaken to 
work out the final details of the peace 
process initiated at Oslo. 
To accomodate the Palestinian claim to the 
holy city and historic capital, Abu Dis 
would be renamed Al Quuds, the Arabic 
meaning for "Jemsalem." Israeli-US pro- 
posals wore rejected by i\rafat, who, as woak 
as he has become, could not accept what 
was a virtual suramder on the issue of sov- 
ereignty over Jerusalem.

The main argument, 
offered by “business leaders on both 
sides," is that "the high-tech Israeli econ- 
omy and the low-wage Palestinian work 
force made an ideal marriage," one that 
would be endangered by a unilateral sep-

Arafat's rejection of the proposed 
deal caused a fury in the mainstream 
North American jvress. Outrage from the 
;\merican newspa|)er of record, the New 
York Times, w.as especially vehement. As 
the unrest in the occupied territories per- 
sisted, its commentators blamed Arafat 
for his rejection of Israel's “significant 
concessions," which, as usual, "were 
never enough to satisfy the 
Palestinians," wrote Lawrence S. 
Faglehurger in the Times, Octok-r 1. A 
few da\s later Avraham Burg marvelled 
at how “Israel gave in to most 
Palestinian demands, understanding 
that a strong |x;ace is a much knter 
alternative than a strong war." 

An offer that included no comiwnsa- 
tion for refugees and rendered the state 
divided and weak, with no control over

stances," in a Septemkr 30 editorial crit- 
icizing Arafat's "unhelpful rigidity." 

The analysis is accurate, although 
with one crucial disclaimer, which the 
editors failed to include. The constraints 
on what is "|wssible" lie within the nar- 
row 5|K-ctrum of US-lsrael poliq- dcvel- 
o|)cd over the past thirty years. Arafat's 
rejection of the “creative solution" to 
rename a neighbouring village Al- 
Quuds, the Arabic word for Jerusalem, 
stemmed from his inability to "break free 
of several generations of Palestinian ide- 
ology about the sanctity of sovereignty 
over Jerusalem," said a story in the New 
York Times by Marc Lacey and David 
Sanger, July 26. William Safire (N)T, Oct. 
12) warns that Israeli leadera now know 
that their benevolence is not reciprocat- 
ed, as "Barak's urge to compromise was 
taken by Arabs to k aiqieasement, a sign 
of weakness." Future presidents can learn 
from the exanqile of Clinton, who in his 
desire to "to make history in the role of 
|)cacemaker led him to position the US a 
broker, equally trusting of Iwth sides," 
only to be ktrayed by the stubborn 
Palestinian leader, who "led Clinton 
down the garden path, gobbling up bro- 
kered concessions and giving nothing in 
return." 

Here in Canada, a similar message pre- 
vailed. Marcus Gee, an international corre- 
spondent for the Globe and Mail, scolded 
the Palestinian |x»ple, who "are feeling 
good these days," after 
a "few weeks of rioting 
and mayhem |have] 
done wonders for their 
self-esteem." 

("Palestinians squan- 
der tlieir freedom,” Oct. 

26) Nonetheless, they 
are "fools" who have 
thrown away their k-st 
chance at favdom in 
fifty ye:us,” he writes. 

Others laid the 
blame elsewhere. As 
tensions swelled, the 
UN Security Council 
made a statement con- 
demning Israel for 
“acts of violence and 
e.xcessive use of force" 
against Palestinian 
civilians - a motion 
from which the US 
abstained.

Amnesty International noted Israel's 
"punitive attacks during incidents where 
there was no imminent danger to 
life,"using "helicopter gunshi|)s to fire on 
Palestini.in civilians, including children, 
some of whom have a'lnirtedly k>en killed 
or injured as a result." Al's criticism cmiie 
in the context of a condemnation of the 
US, who had just recently provided Israel 
with 35 Blackhawk helicopters, at a cost 
Î525 million. The sale, the highest in 
many years, a-ceived virtually no |)ress 
coverage in any of the mainstream US 
publications. 

While the visit of Ariel Sharon, the 
right-wing Israeli leader, who is :issociat- 
ed with numerous violent attacks acts 
against /Vrabs, to the Temple Mount, a 
contentious holy site claimed hy Iwth 
Muslims and Jews, was certainly a 
provocative action, commentators are 
wrong to point the finger solely at him 
for the outbreak of violence. Perhaps it 



w;is the presence of the 101)0 soldiers 
who accompanied him (authorized by 
Barak himself), or worse, their jiresence 
the following day, when thousands of 
Muslims gathered to pray, and seven 
were killed, hundreds injured in ensuing 
confrontations. Above all, when consid- 
ering the recent wave of violence and 
anger, it is important to keep in mind 
Palc.stinian frustration and despair at a 
long history of occiqjation and suppres- 
sion. Their situation has only worsened 
during the “|>eace jirocess" that w:ls siq)- 
posed to improve their plight. All the 
while, attention and hlame are directed 
at the Palestinian "fools," who "squan- 
der their freedom” by not accepting the 
arrangements provided for them hy US- 
lsrael design. 

So long as Israeli-US |)olicy continui's 
to le guided by such attitudes, it is unre- 
alistic to ex|)cct a leaceful resolution to 
the conflict.
